The recently announced decision of the General Motors Corporation: ef 


Canada to proceed imnmediately with the erection of B-migion Agiar gany- 
facturing and assembly plant at Regina is gratifying news, Hat alone to the 
citizens 6f the capital city of Saskatchewan, but to all Westerners, because 
it indicates that at long last the leader's of industry in the East have come to 


a realization of the’fact that they cannot continue indefinitely to supply ‘the | 


rapidly growing western market from factories located thousands of miles 
away, and compelling the western purchaser to pay greatly enhanced prices 
by reason of freight charges based upon the high clasification imposed upon 
finished articles. 

Western people have contended for some time now that the logical 
industrial Gevelopment in Canada is the establishment of branch factories in 
the West. There was a time, not more than a couple of decades ago, when 

f tie view prevailed that the western market could be supplied not only from 
. Eastern factories, but from Eastern wholesale houses. Gradually, as western 
* pepulation grew and the‘vdlume of business increased, branch wholesale 
! hquses were opened in Winnipeg, and since they have gradually spread all 


"90 sr the West, until today wholesale establishments located in all the larger 


western centres of popwation very largely supply western needs. 

The same development which thus characterized the business of whole- 
saling and distribution must inevitably now follow in the work of manu- 
facturing itself. Freight charges on the transportation of necessary raw 
materials into the West will be substantially lower than charges on the 

* finished products, while the opening of western factories may, and in all 
probability will, encourage the production for use of certain raw products 
of the West which today lie undeveloped because of a lack of market. 

The decisidn ‘to locate branch industries in the West is furthermore pleasing 
to Western people because it indicates recognition by Eastern industrial 
leaders of the fact that, if they are to command the support and sympathy 
of the West, and if past lines of separation between east and west are to be 
wiped cut, and a new national viewpoint developed, the East cannot continue 
to merely, accept the cream of western trade and profits in yeurs of good 
crops and times of plenty, but must come west and throw in their lot more 
v hole-heartedly with the people here and, 
aoounding prosperity, algo carry their share of the burden in years of slim 
cops and business depression, 

With wonderful activity prevailing in the work of prospecting and devel- 
cping the immense mineral areas of the northern portions of the three prairie 
provinces, with large schemes of power development now receiving attention, 
and with the new, larger, more national viewpoint gaining headway among 
the financiers and industrial leaders of the East, there is every reason tor 
saying that a new erea in the history of Western Canada is opening. 

While the West will long continue to excel as an agricultural country, 
and will steadily expand its annual production from its rich prairie Jands, 
it seems safe to predict that from this time onward industrial developroent 
sill move along in- keeping with the agricultural growth and mineral devel- 

, Opment of thé country. 

Such development offers the best and most practical solution of one 
of the West's big problems, namely, the unemployment difficulty which 
annually presents itself because of the seasonal nature of the baBic industry 
of this country. In this connection it is pointed out that the peak" period 
of production in Regina's new industry will be in the late winter and early 
spring months, before active outdoor building operations, railway construc- 
tion and road making gets under way, and when under present conditions 
unemployment is at its maximum. 

Viewed from al! standpoints, therefore, the whole 
welcoming the momentous decision of one of Canada’s greatest industrial 
concerns to establish a large branch plant in the heart of the prairie west. 
{ts actién will be but the forerunner of many similar decisions by other 

manufacturers, and a resultant development from 
Western centre, and every Western citizen, will benefit.

PAID SCIENTIFIC 
AGRICULTURISTS 


Ottawa.—-A motion to go into sup- 
ply in the House of Commons promp- 
ted C. G, Coote U.F.A., Macleod, to! 
protest that salaries paid to men in| 
the scientific and technical positions 
of the department of agriculture 
were inadequate, 

Mr. Coote declared that the de- 
partment of agriculture was losing 
the professional men because of the 
low salaries which were paid. He| 
fave a comparison between salaries} 
paid in the United States service and| 
in the Canadian to illustrate the fact | 
that Canada paid much Jess than the 
U.S. 

The professional service of Canada | 
said Mr. Coote, must compete with| 
that of the U.S. for men. As things | 
now stood many Canadians went to! 
the U.S. to take post-graduate univer- | 
sity courses. Frequently they remain- | 
ed there because of the fact they 
could obtain more money in that 
country. 

Mr. Coote compared salaries paid} 
in the cereal division of agricul- 
ture with those paid in the geologi- 
eal survey. The figures he quoted 
showed that the salaries in the cereal | 
division were lower. Canada could) 
not afford to lose her scientific agri- 
cultural men, he declared, Agriculture 
was Canada's basic industry and 
wheat growing was the most impor: 
tant phase of that industry. 

J. S. Steedman, Liberal-Progres- 
sive, Souris, declared the juestion of | 
the salaries paid to scientific agricul-| 
tural men was one of the most im- 
portant matters which had come be-| 
fore the house this session. It shoula 
be realized that the prosperity of} 
Canada depended largely on her agri- 
culture, yet the ravages of disease 
were spreading in certain quarters of 
agricultural Canada, and it was of 
prime importance to the Dominion as 
a whole that adequate salaries be; 
paid our scientific agricultural offi-| 
cials so that their research efforts) 
could be used for the benefit of agri-| 
culture in this country.
